HEAD COACH AND GENERAL MANAGER 


Second Year with Redskins Became Head Coach of the Redskins January, 1971 


George Allen, said in January, 1971, when he took over the coaching duties, 
“the future is now''. 


That theme was the team's motto during the 1971 season and Allen made 
it come true as the Redskins won more games than any Washington team had won 
in 29 years as they finished the regular season with nine wins, four losses and 
one tie. This phenomenal record brought the Redskins a second place finish in the 
Eastern division and earned them a spot in the National Football League playoffs 
for the first time since 1945. 


The Redskins lost to the Cleveland Rams for the world title, 15-14. This was 
during the administration of President Harry Truman. In 1971, President Richard 
Nixon became a big fan of Allen and the team and visited Redskin Park for a 
45-minute prep session during November. 


The complete turnabout with a team that had only one winning season in 
the last 15 years, won for Allen ‘‘Coach of the Year'’ honors. He was voted 
both "'N.F.L."" and ‘'N.F.C."" Coach of the Year by all polls and organizations 
that choose the award. This was the second time in his brief six-year head 
coaching career that he has been so honored. He was Coach of the Year in 
1967, his second year as Head Coach of the Rams. 


The nine wins last year were the most by a Redskin team since 1942 
when they had a 10-1 mark and won the world title by beating the Bears, 
14-6, Since that winning season, the Redskins had only six winning seasons 
and two break even years until last year. 


Allen's 9-4-1 regular season record assured him of his sixth consecutive 
winning year as a head coach, five with the Rams. The second place finish in 
the N.F.C. retained his high finishes each year. In 1966, he finished third; 
1967, first; 1968, second; 1969, first; 1970, second; and second in 1971. 


Allen is the winningest coach in the National Football Conference. His 
six-year record is 58 wins, 21 losses and five ties and a winning percentage of 
734. 


His road record also continued to be the most phenomenal in pro 
football. In his five years at Los Angeles, his road record was 26-7-2. With 
5 wins and 2 losses in 1971 with the Redskins, his six-year ‘'road'’ record is 
31-9-2. Four of these road losses came in his first year with the Rams in 1966. 
So, since 1966, he has lost only 5 times in 5 years on the road. 


In winning last year's opener against St. Louis, he also kept intact his 
record of never having lost an opening game. Also, the Redskins record going into 
the sixth game represented the only undefeated team in the N.F.L. after five 
games. 


As the author and master of many top trades, Allen, in his efforts to bring 
a winner to Washington in his first year, made 19 trades that involved 33

Saints, who had 20 trades. The Redskins also dealt 
choices, 24. 

In his five years at Los Angeles, Allen led the Rams to a third place division 
finish in 1966; first in 1967; second in 1968; first in 1969; and second in 1970. 
His 11 wins, one loss and two ties in 1967 was the best season record in the 
history of the Rams. They played Conference title games against Green Bay and 
Minnesota. In two playoff bowls, they defeated Cleveland, 1968, and Dallas in 
1970. Following the 31-0 win over the Cowboys, the Orange Bowl Committee 
gave Allen and the team a plaque congratulating them for their overall excellence 
and performance. 

Allen went to Los Angeles in 1966 after the Rams had recorded seven con- 
secutive losing seasons. The 1965 team had a 4-10 record. Allen quickly turned 
it all around as he won 8 and lost 6 in his first year as a professional head coach. 

In 1967 Allen brought the Rams the best record in the history of the team 
with 11 wins, one loss and 2 ties. He was named “Coach of the Year'’ by UPI, 
The Sporting News and the Washington Touchdown Club, as well as ‘'Co-coach 
of the Year" by the Associated Press for leading the team to its all-time 
winning mark, The overall record in ‘67, including pre-season, season, and playoff 
games was a fantastic 18-2-2 mark. 

In 1968, Allen led the Rams to a second place finish to NFL Champion 
Baltimore. In 1969 they won the crown again but lost the Western title to 
Minnesota. Then came a second place finish in 1970. 


Allen's reputation and record of winning and principally his phenomenal 
record of winning road games lends additional hope for a winning record. This 
is a quality that sets him apart from other football coaches. 

A check of four years before Allen shows the Redskins won only 10 of 28 road 
games (10-15-3). The Rams in that period, under Allen, won 23 of 28 (23-3-2). 


This is the all-time NFL record. No other professional coach in the history of 
the game has ever won 23 road games in four years. Allen's coaching record 
‘on the road is more significant for the Redskins since Allen did it with the Rams, 
a team that couldn't win away from home before he took over. 


In the five pre-Allen years, the Rams won only six games away from home, 
6 wins, 28 losses, and one tie. 
During the Allen era, they made a complete turnabout on the road, losing 


only 7 games. On the road, they had 26 wins, 7 losses and 2 ties. Four of 
those seven losses were in his first year, 1966, Since then, 1967-1970, Allen's 
teams lost only 3 times in these 4 years. 

Allen, author of six books, began his pro coaching career with the Rams in 
1957, after nine years at Morningside (lowa) ‘and Whittier (California). In 
1958, he was beckoned by the Bears’ George Halas to join his staff, and did, as 
the Bears’ number one defensive coordinator. He proceeded to mold the Chicago 
defense into one of the best throughout the eight years he headed the Bears’ 
defensive unit. 

The height of his defensive coaching came following the Bears’ NFL champion- 
ship victory over New York in 1963. Assistant coach George Allen was presented 
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the game ball by the Chicago pla’ i i i 
ers. The title win was attributed to th: 
Bear defense that stopped the potent Giant offense. Beane

In 9 
seasons as a 49’er and Cardinal, Woodson had a combined kick return total 
of 6494 yards (5538 on ko returns for the NFL record and 856 on punt 
returns). Duncan enters his 9th year with a combined total of 5994 yards. 
His pr yardage is 1884 and his ko yardage is 4110. This is an average of 
749 yards return per season, well over the 501 he requires to break 
Woodson's record. Duncan's 1884 yards on punt returns is the 3rd highest 
total in NFL history, trailing only Emlen Tunnel's 2209 and Alvin Haymond's 
2046.

surprised and left his halfback post and went outside. Before the switch, from 
his halfback spot, Taylor caught 18 passes for 348 yards and 4 scores. Seven 
games later, he finished as the league leader. His 12 TDs by receptions tied 
him with Hugh '‘Bones"' Taylor for most touchdowns by receptions for a Red- 
skin and his total of 15 set a new Redskin touchdown mark for a season. 
Against Dallas in the first game, Taylor caught 11 passes to tie Mitchell's 
mark for most receptions in a game. He caught passes for more than 100 
yards in five games. He had 4 in 1967. 

The 1-2-4 finish by Taylor, Smith and Mitchell in 1967 marked the first 
time in the history of the NFL that three receivers on the same team finished 
that high, and the combined 197 receptions was the most by a threesome in 
the top-finishers, ever. The finish in 1967 was even more phenomenal since 
Taylor missed three games because of an injury and Mitchell was running 
back for five games, from the second through the sixth game. Taylor led the 
team in receptions again in 1968 with 48, 7th in the NFL. 

In 1969, after Mitchell retired at the beginning of the season, Taylor 
placed second in the league with 71 receptions for 883 yards and 8 touch- 
downs. Going into the final game of 1969 he was tied with the winner, 
the Saints’ Danny Abramowicz, who finished with 73. 

Taylor ranked in the top ten receivers each of his first six years in the 
league and was well up among the leaders in 1970 until an injury suffered in 
the third quarter of the 10th game of the season against Dallas on Nov. 22nd 
sidelined him for the remainder of the season. His season total was still 42 
catches for 593 yards and eight touchdowns. 

Taylor broke two Redskins Records in 1970. He supplanted Hugh Taylor 
for most touchdowns, lifetime, with 61. The old record was 58 (all on passes). 
Charley has scored 50 TDs on passes, 11 by rushing. He also replaced Bobby 
Mitchell in the category of Most Pass Catches, lifetime. Taylor has 396 catches 
for 5,615 yards and 50 TDs. Mitchell's old record was 392 receptions for 
6,480 yards and 49 TDs. 

In 1971, he added to this record although sidelined for the second 
season in a row. He suffered a fractured ankle in Kansas City as he was 
scoring his second touchdown of the game near half-time. He was out the 
rest of the season. The TD catch was his 7th in the half to give the 
Redskins a 17-6 half-time lead. In 5% games, he caught 24 for 370 yards 
and 4 scores. Had 2 over 100 yard games. 

Taylor is currently the No. 2 Active Pass Receiver in the National Football 
Conference, ranking behind Lance Alworth, Dallas. 

For his seven years in the NFL, Taylor has averaged over 52 catches per 
season, same as Alworth. In 5 years, Dan Abramowicz has averaged 54,
